Distelhurst said he felt certain 
the kidnapper was a New Yorker

Germany And German 


Trade Needs 


By R. T, ELLIOTT, K.C 


Germany is in urgent need of two hundred million bushels of 
wheat; of a substantial amount of the coarse grains; and of an 
immense amount of fats and meat. There is no money in Ger- 
many to pay for these things; but the Germans have plenty of 
high-grade merchandise with which to make payment in advance, 


You may have listened to the argument that we should buy 
Canadian or buy British or buy Empire, The answer is that you 
have to sell wherever you can find a buyer; and that the buyer 
can only buy out of the proceeds of his own sales. 


Canada can handle, use and resell German metals and high- 
grade German manufactures; and cannot sell the Canadian stocks 
of wheat, coarse grains, storage butter, fats and meats, except 
at prices less than cost 


Some hundreds of millions of dollars worth of good business 
is going to waste, while we keep on voicing our distress at the 


Way wheat prices are kept down—and at the “unethical” man- 
ner in which business is done and workers underpaid. 
But our industrial and commercial troubles are not due so 


much to the way we do business—as to the way in which we 
refuse to do business. Refusing to buy in Germany up to the 
extent we can sell in Germany is a fine Imperial gesture; but it 
cuts down railway traffic and employment and real estate values, 
Keeping the same policy in effect towards all other non-British 
nations means that Canada cuts herself off from three-fifths of 
the trading scope of the world. 


A much more dangerous factor attendant on this little Canada 
policy is that as soon as there is a revival of foreign trade, every 
young Canadian will have the ambition to get out into the United 
States or into some foreign country. We had the “exodus” before, 
from 1875 to 1890; and all our trade contraction policies are lay- 
ing the foundation for another exodus. 


One of the most disquieting conditions is that when you can 
get young people to talk confidentially about their outlook on life 
~—the ambition most often expressed is a desire to get away some- 
where or anywhere—to some place where there will be a chance 
to get some real action. There is a feeling of hopelessness in the 
average young life, and this is not remedied by saying that today 
there is no place for young people to go. There is always a to- 
morrow-—and means of travel are constantly getting better. 


As a means of getting young people to stay in Canada, the 
Opening up of the Peace River Empire by rail connection is one 
of the most urgent national necessities. As a means of creating 
employment for thousands of young people, the establishment of 
special export rates so that Alberta coal may be carried to tide- 
water and sold at prices which are in line with world prices 
offers a constructive opportunity for national upbuilding. 


The best we seem able to do is to do nothing but listen to 
explanations made by the elderly and middleaged apostles of 
special privilege who. are getting some money now, and telling 
everybody else to wait patiently and things will be all right by 
and by. The result of this will certainly be another exedus of 
young Canadians.
